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from Missourfi, is under vvay. 

"The prfesthood in VVinter Quarters Stake opened 
the cemetery improvement pro)ğect after the Chureh 
had purchased tvvo additional lots adioining the cem- 
etery vvhich the Church novv holds under a 99-year 
lease. 

Trvin T. Nelson, director of Church landscaping, 
yas sent to the VVinters Quarters Cemetervy to design 
the nevv landscaping and supervise the vvork, 

“Church authorities vvanted the park and ceme- 
tery to be at its best for Nebraska”s centennial cele- 
bration,” Mr. Nelson said. 

He pointed out that this VVinter Quarters 1oca- 
ion, vvhere hundreds of pioneers sacrificed their 
lives after being driven from Missöuri, is one of The 
most historic spots in Mormon history betvveen Nevv 
York and Salt Lake City. 

The “VVinter Quarters” monument by Avard 
Tairbanks, portraying the death and burial of a child 
by Mormon pioneers, is considered one of the best 
pieces of art in the United States. 

“It vvas faith-promoting to see the vay members 
of the Priesthood rallied to do the vvörk needed about 
the cemetery. Hundreds of yvorkers vvere on the fob,” 
1 Mr. Nelson. 

“They cleaned and painted the steel fence. Stone 
yvork at the gates and all around the monument vvere 
"arod for and polished. Rest rooms vvere painted by 
members of the stake presideney and high council, 
Flovver beds vvere enlarged and the lavvn area extend- 
ed in addition to the extension of fencing around the 
İvvo neyv lots purchased by the Church,” he said, 

City officials cooperated in every vvay vrilh 
Chureh authorities. They consider the VVinter Quar- 
ters Cemetery to be one of the most historic tourist 
attractions in the Omaha area. 

Original grave marhers vvere made from Special 
stones brought. in by the pioneers vvho traveling 10 
to 12 miles up stream to find such rocks. 

After coming vvest, the pioneers did not forget 
the cemetery but years later sent selected flagstones 
from the Park City area in Utah to make entrance 
s on the east and vvest sides of the cemetery and 
to build a lovv vvall around the monument. 

"The same spirit prevails vvifh members of the 
Priesthood scheduling vvork on the cem y starting 
Eriday noon and all day Saturday. They began their 
proğect Aug. 11 and 12 and expaect to have the en- 
larged memorial completed by Oct. 1.
